PIERCE VERDICT GUT OOWN 


Atlantic Shore Line to Pay Kittery 


Woman Fifteen Hundred Dollars 


Augusta, Mo., Aug. 2.—The Maine 


law court today handed down a re- 
script reducing the damages awarded 
by the Jury In the York county case 
of Mrs. Sarah B. Pierce of Kittery vs. 
Atlantic Shore Line railway, 


Mrs. Pierce was Injured in the col. 


llsion at Kcnnnrd's corner, Eliot, two 
years ago. Sho lives at the Intervene 
In Kittery. 


The .Rescript 


The rescript—no opinion—Is as fol- 


lows: 


This was an action on the case to 


recover damages for personal Injuries 
sustained by plaintiff, a 'married wo- 
waro. by reason of tlio alleged neg- 
ligence <>t- the defendant in the op- 
eration of a car In which plaintiff was 
riding as a passenger. The verdict 
was for the plaintiff in the sum of 
$2729.41. The case Is before this 'court 
upon the general motion for a new 
'trial. The motion is urged solely up- 
on the ground that the damages are 
excess! ve. 


The plaintiff was of the ago of fi-1 


years at the time of the accident, wim 
inflicted with an Incuiahlo disease of 
the heart and had but shortly before 


submitted to an" apparently successful 
operation for gall stonos. The acci- 
dent caused a rupture of Ithe plaintiff, 
occasioning pain and necessitating the 
continual wearing of a truss, with at- 
tendant discomfort and annoyance. 


.The possibility; of strangulation Is 


one of the dangers, of flie situation. 
A 'cure can be effected oiijy by a sur- 
gical'; operation but,; upon1, the weight 
or evidence such operation would not 
seem to bo Indicated. The capacity of 
the plaintiff1 to labor has' undoubted- 
ly been further diminished by the rup- 
ture, but'the record falls:to show that 
she has hitherto had any other oc- 
cupation save that of caring for her 
husband's homo. 


Upon a careful examination of the 


evidence, in the light of the exhaust- 
ive arguments of counsel, 
we con 


comes to no other conclusion than 
the Jury must_hnve misapprehended 
the evidence or have been moved by 
Mas or prejudice. The verdict Is man- 
ifestly excessive.

Mre-seldom see any 
pumpkins nowadays,.and it seems to me.that'the real, old fashioned 
pumpkin pie will soon become one of the ."lost arts.'.' .There, are. few 
more toothsome articles made than a good old fashioned pumpkin pie, 
rich with creamy milk and flavored with blended spices!'A "V" shaped 
piece from a jound tin, or a "square" fronrthe oblong tin, rich, golden 
brown'and an inch thick, was a most.satisfying article to get next to 


Of course, we do not want the pumpkin in our corpflelds now, for 


the vines would be a nuisance with, our riding cultivators'and pur late 
-cultivation to conserve molsiture, but why not plant a few:by them- 
selves, or with a piece of early sweet corn that is" to "be cut and fed 
(out, leaving the ground clear' for the ripening of the'pumpkin. I am 
sure all our stock -would appreciate them, and. the. art .of making real 


•.pumpkin.pies;Sight .be rediscovered. "A consummation'devoutly to

Dover, Aug. 2.—The new lease of 


life, given ,to the textile industry by 
the transfer of the Cocheco mills to 
the Pacific mills corporation of Law- 
rence ' Is regarded as certain ;to a<jd 
considerable numbers to the popula- 
tion of Dover within the next year. 


During the next two years the Pa- 


cific mills management plans, It Is 
said, to expend $2,000,000 In enlarg- 
ing and improving the Cocheco plant 
and the work is already well under 
way. A large addition to mill 1 Is he- 
Ing eretecd at the rear of that'mill. 
Old mill 4 Is nearly razed and a new 
mill of the same dimensions will take 
its place. The river is being arched 
'at large expense in order that mills 
3 and 5 can he connected and made 
into one mill the full width of those 
buildings. The picker department will 
be installed in a new building to be 
erected on the Main street side of the 
river and the cotton 
will he sent 


across the river to the mill In a chute 
instead of being carted, it Is said. 


To save the heavy cost of trucking 


of goods and coal between the mills 
and the Boston and Maine freight 
yards a trolley line will he built from 
the company's coal pocket and stor- 
age houses at the freight yard to the 
mills. 


Eventually, it is said, water ship- 


ment may he substituted for rail for 
coal, cotton and manufactured goods, 
as the plant has tide water' fa'clliies 
at Its very door, which can apparently 
at no great outlay be put in shape for 
such uses. In this event, the-.govern- 
'ment would doubtless be asked to ex- 
tend its dredging operations farther 
up stream. 


The company has 
acquired 
the 


greater part of the real estate be- 
tween its mills and the river, and this 
'land, it is understood, will later he 
occupied by new mills and company 
houses for operatives.
